The Train Robbery Tragedy. 


Saturday the REPUBLICAN gave the 


nsws of the tragedy on the Chicago Rock 
Wand & Pacific road, near Morns 
The 


four robbers wave masked. As already 
statfd they brutally murdered Kellogg 
Niohols, a veteran uprees mrssf nger in 
the employ of the United Sta'e* Express 
company, and robbed the cjinpnuy's safe 
of abont $25,000 in money oni 810,000 in 
jewelry. The railway nnd express offi- 
cials have i flared 810,000 reward for the 
arrest of the criminals. Nichols made a 
brave and desperate flght and when 
found he held in his c'enched fiat tufts of 
red and black hair evidently from the 
head of one or more of bis murderers. 
There are no good elewe to the robbers. 
At tne inquest it was f, und that Nichols 
had been shot three timua. Hia empty 
revolver lay near where he fell, Nichols 
had a wife in Chicago. The Chicago de- 
tectives are at work on the ease end pre- 
dictions are made that the guilty parties 
will be in custody within a ireek. Watt«, 
the baggage man who was held at bay at 
the muzzles of revolvers, is in Ohiopgo in 
custody to testify Bgainst the murderers 
in case they are caught. One theory is 
that the robbers were discharged em- 
ployes of the express company or rail- 
road. 


Nearly a Tragedy. 


Saturday evening there was another 


sensational shooting -affair on a train. It 
occurred at Lanesville, tte first station 
west of Illiopolis, in 8angamon county. 
B. F. Munson, a man of family, lived at 
Lanesville until recently, and W. J. 
Oopeland, the Wabash station agent at 
Lanesville, boarded with him. Lately 
Munson moved to Springfield. Owing 
to the alleeed jealousy ol Mnnsan, there 
is an ugly feeling between him and Oope- 
lind. Mrason came up from Springfleld 
on the Jacksonville accommodation, with 
Conductor Horace Morgan in charge, and 
reports are to the effect that the jealous 
Husband was disguised. He got off at 
LanefiYille jast as Oopeland was in the 
act of boarding the train to come to De- 
oatur. Mnnson made a dash for Cope- 
land, and firf d two shots at him as he got 
into the oar, neither of which tool effect. 
The shooting created considerable excite- 
ment and much alarm, but as the train 
moved off, further shooting was .prevent- 
ed. Oopeland came on to Deoatur. He 
has had Munson arrested on a charge 
of Dssault to murder. 
One of the 42- 


calibro bullets grazed the leg of Cope- 
land, and the other went whizzisg past 
his head.

He set apart 10 
acres of timber land, and procured 100 bush- 
ela of condemned lime at a ureatly reduced 
price from Mr. David Martin, the Dc-catur 
lime merchant, and be put the 1'ma on tbe 
And, giving 10 bushels to eaci aaro. The lime 
kept the eoll warm, kept tbe bugs and insect* 
away, and as the land was sown in whesvt that 
year it yielded an increase of 8 to 10 bushels 
to the acre over adjoining land on which no 


me h .cl been placed. Mr. Clark had no trou- 


ble at all with tno 10 acres. The wheat seemed 
to flourish from tbe start. It was hardy and 
he gralua were larger than fram other fleldn. 
Mr. Clark plati'efi the I'l acres la corn, and the 
entire fle!d nourished through good and bad 
seasons, producing netrly 20 bushels to tbe 
acre more than the ground on which no I'mo 
was used. Specimens ol! tbe corn grown on 
he limed soil haro been shown in Iho REPUB- 
jiOAN sanctum, and an ear is now in tbe olflco 
or inspection. Mr. Clark has demonstrated 
hat air-slacked lime lathe sal! will produce 
tetter anl greater crop'.

Sensible Advice for Those Contemplating 


the Planting of Fruit Trees. 


Of late years, in the older States, 


fruit, especially apples, has paid so 
poorly that the tendency has been to 
decrease the amount of orcharding 
rather than to increase it. In too 
many cases, trees just coming into 
bearing, and which, with the care and 
use of the land to grow them, have en- 
tailed a heavy expense, have been 
cleared away to restore fields to ordi- 
nary cropping. That this policy is 
generally unwise is tolerably certain. 
A tree of bearing age has co;3t too 
much money to be sacrificed, and, if 
thrifty and well located, it will pay on 
the average, a better interest on the 
land it occupies than is likely to be got 
by any other use of it. 


It is less encouraging to plant new 


apple orchards; bnt to those well lo- 
cated, and on not too expensive land, 
tne result of such planting will prove 
profitable. It needs good land for or- 
chards. While the trees are growing 
rich soil insures thrift and rapir 
growth. While trees that are stintei 
by poverty will bear earlier, it is at th 
cost of vigor and usefulness later on 
It is easy to understand why the set 
tiers in the West should rejoice at th( 
first show of fruit even on, small trees 
hut where fruit can be had otherwise 
it is better to leave the young orchari 
to grow twelve or fourteen years with 
out trying to force it into fruitfulness 


Farmers planting orchards now wil 


not make the mistake so common form 
erly, of planting a great variety onh 
moderately productive, and thercfon 
not profitable. The mistake now wil 
be the other way, in restricting varie 
ties to one or two. It is often said thai 
there is no apple so profitable as tho 
Baldwin. This is true of many but no 
all localities; but it will soon ce^ge to 
be true anywhere if all plantings are 
of the Baldwin variety. If man can 
not live by bread alone, it is not likely 
that the world will be always or long 
satisfied with only one kind of apples, 
and that not the best. 


As far as possible, the same varieties 


of apples should be planted in solic 
blocks. This is much morn convenienl 
in gathering than where trees are scat- 
tered through the orchard. It often 
happens that apple trees have less that 
a full barrel in a season, and in full 
crops there are parts of barrels lefl 
over from single trees. Having varie- 
ties by themselves enables the apple- 
pickers to finish one variety before be- 
ginning another. The summer and 
early fall apples, as well as varieties 
kept mainly for home use, should be 
near the house and as much in a bunch 
as possible. 


Much of the success of certain or- 


chards depends on the kind of stocks 
on which varieties are grafted. The 
Baldwin makes one of the very besl 
stocks on which to graft other varie- 
ties. As most nursery stock is now 
grafted, a tree of Baldwins is of that 
variety from top to bottom. If North- 
ern Spy, Twenty Ounce and other vari- 
eties that do not succeed on their own 
roots, are top grafted on a Baldwin 
atock, the result will be "a thriftiness 
and productiveness almost equal to the 
Baldwin itself. It is probable, also, 
that there would be great increase in 
vigor; but of this there have been few 
practical examples. Few have cared, 
to run the risk of spoiling a thrifty 
Baldwin by changing it into one of 
these feeble sorts. Yet the Spitzen- 
berg, Fall Pippin and Swaar are so ex- 
cellent that it is worth while grafting 
over even a Baldwin to grow enough at 
least for home use.—W. S. FOWLEB, in 
American Cultivator.

DEADLY SHOOTING AITKAY. 


Tragic Affair in a P., D. & E. Box Car— 


One Man Fntally Shot. 


From Thursday'' Daily. 


There was a sensational shooting affray 


at 7 o'clock this morning in a box cur 09 
train S, mixed freight and accommoda- 
tion, on the Peoria, Deoatur & Evansville 
railway, o> tween Hervey City and Prairie 
Home, nbout twelve miles south ot De- 
cutur. The victim of the tragedy is Ed- 
ward Ivey, aged 19 years, who lies nt 
death's door in Roam 11, at tho Laclode 
hotel, on the levee, with three 32 calibre 
bulletn in his body. 


The particulars of the shooting are 


bbaut as follows: Edward Ivey and his 
partner, Bruce Woodard, a young man 
of 21, left their homes at West Liberty, 
ill, aod paid their way to Mattcon.where 
they were found in the depot by Charles 
MeKim, aged 19, whose father, Thomas 
Ross McKim, lives near Cordon, Harri- 
son county, Indiana, 
Toung McKim 


desired to reach Deoatur, and seeing the 
West Liberty young men in the waiting 
room at the depot, he asked them when 
the next train left for Deoatur. They 
told him the time was 4 a, m this morn- 
ing, and when the train pulled up to the 
platform the young men got into a box 
oar together, to steal their way up the 
road. The oar wag closed, and it was 
dark inside. On the way the young men 
got to talking about trading. 
McKim 


had a watch and 81.15 in money, and a 
32 calibre revolver, a five-shooter, with 
four loads in it. On the peroons of Ivey 
and Woodard were found one five-ahooter 
32-oulibre revolver and some trinkets. 
Ivey had 
81.25 and Woodard 81.00. 


Woodard claims that Ivey had about $9. 
When the party left Mattonn Ivey had 
his revolver, which he gave to Woodard 
on the way up the road because he had a 
hole in his pooke*. Tide statements con- 
flict KB to the cause of the shooting, but 
it doubtless grew out of a dispute as to a 
trade, or sn tfl'ort -on the part of the 
chaps to rob each other. Just before 
reaching Heivey City the ehooting com 
menceel, and the reports and odes at- 
tracted Jce Willie, the conductor in 
charge of the train, who went forward 
and opened the oar, where be found 
Woodward and McKim alive, and Ivey 
bleeding and prostrated with three bul- 
•lets in his body. The parties were re- 
moved to the coach in charge ot a United 
States Deputy Marshal who happened to 
be on the train, and all were 'brought to 
Deoatur where the prisoners were taken 
in -charge by Marshal Mason and Officer 
Hewee. Ivey was removed to the La- 
Clede Hotel where Le was attended by 
Dr. Fisher, county physician. The ex- 
amination revealed the fact that Ivey was 
mortally wounded. One bullet entered 
the head at the left ear, another the ab- 
domen and the third the back. He was 
left in charge of Overseer Newell. 


It is quite likely that while Ivey was 


prostrate on the floor of the car bullets 
from the pistols fired by 'Woodard and 
MeKim street Irm, 


McKim's story is to the eff.ct that he 


WBS satisfied that bia companions tiac 
made it up in the car to rob him of his 
wntch and money, and that when they 
came at him he fired at the pair, empty- 
ing his revolver. 


WoodarcTs statement is to the effeo' 


that Mhile the three were standing to 
getber in the cur chatting plensantly 
McKim without provocation and as hi 
says with intent to commit robbery, firec 
a bullet at the head of Ivey, causing him 
to fall against Woodard and upon the 
floor, screaming with pa'n and crying: "] 
amnhut! I am shot! What will father 
say ?" Instantly Woodard rushed to the 
end of the car, stooped down and flrec 
two or three times ist McKim, the latter 
firing in return. Both kept crying on 
after each report, Ivey giving utterance 
to wild cries, finally subsiding as he grew 
weaker from IOPS of blood. Then both 
MeKim and Woodard rushed at each 
other and both fired simultaneously 
closed together, emptying their revolvers 
Neither was hit and both clinched. Mo- 
Kim caught Woodard's left thumb be- 
tween his teeth and held on. The thumb 
shows bad treatment. It was at this poinl 
•that the car door was opened by Con- 
ductor Willis and the parties taken in 
charge. 


The police found but 8125 on Ivey, If 


he had 69> us Woodard claims, the money 
is lost, McKim had but $1.15 when 
searched. 


Both McKim and Woodard are in the 


county jail. 
MeKim haa two uncles, 


named Oortner and McKim, living near 
Dcoatur, and he has worked rn farms in 
this county two simmers. He is an in- 
offensive sort of chap, who is willing to 
talk. Ho is the son of a widow, who 
lives at Cordon, Ind. 
Woodard has 


worked in former BBHSJES for farmers 
named John Suffliiy, Alva Mack, Alt Ay- 
erp and George Fetter*, living near La- 
tham ai.d Ohestpur, ia Logan county. 
His parents reside at Wast Libfirty. 
Ive>'s fath'-r is B blacksmith at West 
Liberty. He had never vieited this part 
of Illinois before. 


The young men were not trfuops, They 


left home to work on farms, but their 
trip ended in a horrible H flair, the like of 
which is seldom rpcorded. 


Vrom Friday's Daily. 


There are BO new developments in the 


case. The story ot McKim is the more 
plausible one. He was a stranger to Ivey 
nnd Woodard, whom lie met for the first 
time at Mattoon. He bed a watch, re- 
volver and 81.15. The charge of Wood- 
ard that he fired with infent to rob the 
West Liberty young men looks a little 
unreasonable. It is not often that one 
man will attempt to rob two, particularly 
when he knows that the other parties 
have a pistol with which to defend them- 
selves. Speculations on the statements 
made are in favor of McKim, who alleges 
that be fired because he believed Ivey 
and Woodsrd had made it up to rob him. 
McKim further asserts that Woodard 
fired the first shot, while the latter claims 
that MeKim fired first. It is a badly 
mixed up affair.

This is 
the latest date upon which it can poEsi- 
bly fall. The rule by which Eastertide 
is determined was framed by the bishops 
at the first general council ot the church 
x|hioh convened at Nice in the year of 
grace 825. According to Ibis rule Easter 
day, on which all other movable feasts of 
the eooletiastioal year depend, is always 
the flint Sunday following the full moon 
which happens upon or next after the 2Ut 
day of March, and if the fait moon hap- 
pens on a Sunday, Easter day is the Snn- 
d'ij alter. Now it is obvious that nndler 
this regulation March 23d is the earliset 
powible date on which Easter Sunday 
can fall and a little oompntntion shows 
that the latest date is April 25th. It is 
no less than 152 years since Easter was 
celebrated on that latest date and it will 
not happen again until 1943 A. D. In 
1734, or 162 years agr>, George Washing- 
ton was two years old and the child born 
this Easter will be 57 years of age before 
he again sees a duplicate of the yaar of 
his birth in regard to this greatest of 
Christian feasts, the joyous festival oJ 
the resurrection.

ACCORDING to the Washington cor- 


respondent of the Buffalo Express, 
"the other Florida United States 
Senator"—Call is his name—has 
been recently exposed as guilty of 
very mean business—that of delib- 
erate swindling.

THE Democrats will temporarily 


gain a United State's Senator by the 
death of General John F. Miller, of 
California. Governor George Stone- 


man, 
of that State, who will appoint 


a Senator to till the vacancy until 
the meeting of the next Legislature, 
is a Democrat, and his appointee 
will, of course, be of the same poli- 
tics. 
The Legislature of that State 


now stands on joint ballot seventy- 
cine Kepublicans to forty-one Dem- 
ocrats; but a new Legislature will 
be chosen next Fall, who will elect a 
Senator not only for the brief re- 
mainder of the unexpired term of 
Senator Miller, which closes March 
4, 1887, but for the full term of six 
years commencing at that time. 


A NEWARK physician saved a dog 


that bids fair to prove exceedingly 
valuable for scientific purposes. The 
dog was bitten by the same alleged 
hydrophobic canine that bit the New- 
ark children, so called, who were 
subsequently taken to Paris, and 
who wero said to have bqtn saved 
from hydrophobia by the inoculation 
system of M. Pasteur.

The bitten dog has never ex- 
hibited a symptom of hydrophobia, 
the bite healed easily and naturally, 
and it is as well to day, and always' 
has been, as any dog need be. This 
simply goes to show that the New- 
ark children, alleged to have been 
cured of hydrophobia, or saved from 
its attacks by M. Pasteur, were never 
in danger. 


A FAIK specimen of the way in 


which costs may eat up properly is 
afforded by the Sprague failure at 
Providence, R. I. 
"When the A. & 


W. Sprague Manufacturing Com- 
pany failed in 1873, it was estima- 
ted that they had property worth 
$20,000,<5tiO to $10,000,000 indebt- 
edness. 
After thirteen years the 


creditors have received 15 per cent, 
of their claims, and the prospects 
are that some time or other they may 
get 5 per cent. more. A meeting ot 
the creditors was held last week to 
hear the report of the committee ap- 
pointed on Dec. 3, 1885, to deter- 
mine on a course of action for the 
creditors. 
The principal point of 


their report was that the trustee, 
Zachariah Chaffoe, had received for 
his twenty years' services $308,- 
552.82. For the first eight years he 
drew $35,000 a year, 125,000 from 
the A. & W. Sprague Manufacturing 
Co. and $10,000 from the Qnidnee 
Company. Yet when a committee 
of creditors suggested the propriety 
of his making a reduction in his 
charges for past services, |he said 
that he considered his charges just 
and fair, but that he was entirely 
willing to have them adjusted by 
the courts. 
The counsel fees tor 


the estate for the last year have been 
$20,000. 
There is some' property 


remaining unsold, but the bulk of it 
is involved in litigation, and an ad- 
ditional dividend of 5 per cent, is 
all that is now expected. 


CHICAGO Journal: It is interesting 


to see the entering wedge of radical 
reforms when they are first applied 
to abuses in church and political 
government. 
A few days ago a res- 


olution in the English House of 
Commons favorable to the abolition 
of the House of Lords was defeated 
by but a small majority. 
Yesterday 


a resolution was introduced in the 
same body to disestablish the Church 
of "Wales. A motion was made to 
amend the'resolution BO that it would 
read to "reform(" instead of "dises- 
tablish," that institution. 
Sir Ver- 


non Harcourt, of Mr. Gladstone's 
Cabinet, said that the question of 
disestablishing the Church of Wales 
was inseparably connected with that 
of disestablishing the English Church 
itself. The amendment to substitute 
the word "reform," waa then adopt- 
ed by a vote of 241 to 229. 
The 


resolution was then defeated by a 
combination of various forces, but 
that it should have been seriously 
considered at all is an ominous fact 
for the establishment against which 
it was directed.

HAULED DOWN HIS COLORS. 


Probable Death of Captain Waddell ol 


the Confederate Aam Shenandoah. 


ANNAPOLIS, Md., March 16.—Captain 


James I. Waddell, commander of the 
State fishery force of Maryland, was 
stricken with congestion of the brain yes- 
terday morning and is now thought to be 
dying. Captain Waddell was bcrn in 
North Carolina in 1824, and entered the 
American navy in 1838. At tlie age of 
fourteen, when a midshipman, he was in- 
sulted by a senior officer, whom he chal- 
lenged, and a duel wns fought at Norfolk, 
in which Waddell received a wound in 
the thigh, which caused him to limp ever 
after. 


In 1849 Captain Waddell graduated at 


the naval academy, having in the mean- 
time served at Vera Cruz against the Mex- 
icans. 
He resigned 
from tho United 


States navy in 1861, and went into the 
Confederate navy. 
He was given com- 


mand ol the well-known Shenandoah. 
The war had been over nine months when 
he heard of it from an English vessel in 
the North Pacific. 


Captain Waddel set sail for Liverpool, 


running the gauntlet of the United States 
navy for 20,000 miles and surrendered 
to the Queen of England, the only in- 
stance of the kind on record. He had 
made a narrow escape, for an American 
war steamer was at his heels. 


He did not dare to return to the United 


States lor a long period, as public senti- 
ment was very much against him, the re- 
ceived opinion being that he had con- 
tinued the war on unprotected whaling 
vessels after the civil conflict was over, 


aptain Waddell always asserted that he 
lauled down his colors as soon as he 
earned of the peace.

Senator Spoonor nml Ills Moilnia Head. 


Senator J'aynn, the (irunilmother of 
the Senate—Kiistis, tlie Greatest of the 
PreuidiMit's Democratic Opponent*.

WASHINGTON, March 15.— The poorest seats 


in the senate are given to the new members. 
They ore put on the back row, and are treat- 
ed with a sort of condescension by the older 
senators. They aiv looked upon us the babies 
of (he wimtorin! lumily, and for the first year 
or tu o of their service rlify are expected to 
act like good childrc-n, and be seen and not 
beard. There are ji number of senatorial 
babies in the chamber- to-day, and the major- 
ity of these are but little known to the people 
of the country. Senator Spoonor is the small- 
est of them, nnd he is nuu'h disgusted at the 
fact that public men about "Washington com- 
ment upon his diminutive size. He is grow- 
ing tired of being taken for a boy in the sen- 
ate corridors, and the other day a laugh went 
round the country at bis indignant response 
to a criticism, in which he jumped to his feet 
and exclaimed: "Great Scot! Do you think 
a man has to be seventeen feet high to be a 
United States senator 1" 


"Great Scot!" 


Spooner is by no means seventeen feet high. 


He will not measure more than five feet five, 
and he looks like a boy as be sits there on tho 
back row of seats, beside bis fat, bald-headed 
colleague, Pbiletus Sawyer. 
He does not 


weigh. I should think, over 125 pounds, and 
be lacks the impressiveness which size and 
weight gives to tlie public man. Still he has 
already made himself a name here in congress, 
and he is pointed out as one of the most prom- 
ising members of the senate. There is no 
jetter orator in the body, and the laughter of 
lis fellows was turned into esteem by his elo- 
quent oration on Hendricks, which electrified 
xrth senate and galleries, and moda Spooner 
talked of all over tie country. 
After this 


speech a friend said to Spooner: "I think you 
mil receive a different treatment from 
'our fellow senators after this." 
"I don't 


mow about that," was the reply of the little 
enator, "but I would like to have them 
nuclei-stand that I am neither a boy nor a 
'ool." Senator Spooner docs not look to bo 
iver 40 years of age. He has a round head 
covered with dark auburn hair which stands 
out on every side like the snakes of Medusa, 
a smooth shaven rough skinned face which is 
remarkably open and friendly, and a little 
short stubby red mustache. Ho is not a bad 
looking fellow, and he has considerable per- 
sonal magnetism. He makes friends easily, 
and I have yet to hear of bis haying an 
enemy in Washington. Ho is mi Indiana 
man by birth, who went early to Wisconsin, 
and began lite there as the private secretary 
of Governor Fun-child. After he left this 
position ho began the practice of the law, and 
In** year he had gotten such a reputation 
that he beat his old chief, Fairchikl, in his 
contest for the senate. Old judges of Wis- 
consin tell me Spooner has one of tho finest 
legal minds in this country. He was con- 
nected for years with tho Chicago, St. Paul 
and Omaha railroad, ftt a salary of $10,000 
a year, and he can make any day a number 
of 
times 
his 
senatorial 
salary 
if 
he 


chooses 
to 
stay 
out 
of 
the 
senate. 


Senator Spooner is very generous. 
He 


likes good living, and he is too free with his 
money to lay up very much. Though he has 
made a great deal of money in his life, I sup- 
pose he is worth less than ?100,000 to-day. 
He may be a millionaire some time, but it is 
highly improbable. 


To the right of Spooner sit two other new 


senators, and these two are among the most 
noted of the additions to the senate. 
One 


looks like a thin old grandmother in specs, 
and the other is a stocky, full-bearded, 
bright-eyed fellow, with 
a 
blue polka- 


dot 
necktie, 
who 
appears 
to take 


life 
very 
easy. 
The 
grandmother 
is 


Senator Payne, of Ohio, and his easy- 


-*•*• 
going neighbor is 
Eustis, ot Louisi- 
ana. 
Both Payne 


'and Eustis are rich, 
aud both of them 
have been noted be- 
'fore now. Payne 
for years has fig- 
ured as a presiden- 
tial candidate. He 
came within a few 
votes of being elect- 
ed to tho senate 
more than thirty 
years ago, when 
Ben Wade was first 
chosen, and he was 


a member of tlie lower house at the time 
Hayes was elected president. Senator Payne is 
nearly six feet tall. His shoulders are slightly 
bent, and his smooth-shaven face lias numer- 
ous wrinkles. His forehead is high, and there 
is a couple of inches of baldness just above it. 
At thp side and back of this, fine silky gray 
hairs juts out, and thewhole expression ot the 
face below id that of benevolence personified. 
As you look at him he appears very simplo 
and very honest. I doubt not that he is both, 
but allied to his simplicity and honesty there 
is great political sagacity, and tho man who 
expects to catch Senator Payne asleep will 
have to rise very early in the morning. 
Though Payne is one of the oldest members 
of the senate he is one of the most active. 
Every atom of that long thin frame of his is 
made up of bone, muscle and brain. At 75 
he has all his faculties in perfect repair, and 
he walks out to the Capitol from his home 
above the "ft'hite House every day. He keeps 
house here at Washington, and his wife is as 
plain, kind and simple as he. He is very 
proud of his son-in-law, Secretary Whitney, 
and I doubt not he hopes to see his daughter, 
Mr. Whitnej's wife, presiding over the White 
House some day. 


Senator Choce, of Rhode Island, sits on the 


Republican side, very near Stanford, tbe 
California millionaire. He is the only Quaker 
in the senate and it is •'Sid the only Quaker 
who hos ever been ir. that IxKly.

comes from Massachus*tts originally, but fce

now lives in Rhode Island. His ancestors for 
generations back have been cotton factors, 
and all of his great grandfather's male de- 
scendants have been engaged in this business. 
Chace is a big cotton manufacturer himself, 
and it is said that he has made a small for- 
tune by it. He is noted as a strong tariff 
man, and when he was in the house of repre- 
sentatives, which he left to take the gray- 
bearded Anthony's place, he mode many 
good speeches in favor of his hobby. Senator 
Chace looks like a Quaker. He wears good 
clothes and they are cut in Quaker style, the 
broadcloth coat being cut high iu front 
and its lapel is faced with velvet. 
He is 


a grave-looking fellow, this Quaker senator 
His form is thin and as straight as a plummc 
line. He walks with dignity and never hur- 
ries. His face is dark, and his sober blacl 
eyes look out from under a high, unwrinkta 
brow. 
His thin cheeks are ornament* 


with well trimmed side whiskers and his 
black hair looks as though the strands woul 
not dare to stray from their fixed positions. 
His friends, however, will tell you he can 
laugh upon occasion, and he is, on the whole 
a very good fellow. 


Senator Eustis is one of the wealthy aris- 


tocrats of the south. His family is one of the 
oldest in the country, and one of his ancestor* 
was in

Madison's cabinet 
Senator Eustis him- 
self has been hi the 
senate before, and 
he attracts especial 
attention now as 
being the most for- 
midable of the pres- 
ident's opponents on 
the Democratic sido 
of the house. Eustis 
is so rich and well- 
bred that he cares 
nothing for office, 
and he is not de- 
pendantupon presi- 
dential patronage 
in the least. He is a man of great brains 
and high culture. He is a graduate of Har- 
vard, and speaks French fluently. He inher- 
ited a million and has practiced law for fun. 
He has a fine residence in New Orleans, and 
now lives here at Washington in Justice Har- 
lon's residence, in the samo block in which 
Blaino wrote much of his book.

Eustis is a well made man of 50 years. 
He is 


tall and broad shouldered, and he dresses in a 
well made suit of a business cut. 
In tho sen- 


ate he pays close attention to the proceedings 
and rends or writes with a pair of black 
rubber-rimmed eye glosses, fastened half way 
down upon hiy nose. 


On the Democratic side of the chamber,
